By decision of the United States su- 
Preme court, rendered yesterday, packing 
diouses must continue to pay to the state 
the specific tax of $200 for each county 
fn which they do business, 

Under this 
fain possession of some $30,000 already 
paid in as taxes by agents of packing 
houses, which would have had to be 


paid back to the packing houses if the | 


Pecision had been adverse to the state. 
About three years ago the legislature 
Pmcorporated in the general tax act a 
Bection requiring the agents of packing 
houses doing business in the state to pay 
@ specific tax of $200 to the state for 
each county in which they do business. 

The taxes have been paid by the va- 
Vious packing house agencies under pro- 
test, and at the same the law was 
gested in the state courts. The suprenie 
court of Georgia upheld the law through- 
@ut, and it was thought for a time that 
he litigation was at an end. 

But the packing houses thought they 
Pad another chance, and it was decided 
to appeal to the United States supreme 
ecurt on the ground that federal ques- 
tions were involved. The appeal was 
based on the ground that the law was 
violative of the section of the federal 
constitution regarding interstate com- 
srerce, it being claimed that the tax was 
@ restriction upon such commerce, and 
further, on the ground that it was vio- 
Sative of the fourteenth amendment to 
the constitution, in that it denied to 
packing houses the equal protection of 
the laws. In other words, it was claimed 
that this tax was assessed against agents 
ef packing housese and not against 
a@gents of other corporations; hence that 
& was class legislation. 

Agreed on a Test Case. 

In the litigation before the United 
@tates supreme court the packing houses 
were represented by Smith, Hammond & 
@mith of Atlanta, and the state by At- 
@orney General John C. Har‘. 

It was agreed between them that a 
ginglie test case should be made, and 
that a final determination of the ques- 
tion involved should rest upon the court's 
ection in this case. 

The case carried to the United States 
@upreme court was that of Frank E. 
Hehrer, Atlanta agent for Nelson, Mor- 
tis & Co., against Andrew P. Stewart, 
tax collector of Fulton county.

Mystey in Death of Man 


Known as GF. Mortis 


Wee Found Dying in Koom on Col- 
lins Street With Pistol Bullet 


For some unknown reason, presumably 
financial disaster. a young man who 
gave his name as George F. Morris ani 
his home as Louisville, Ky., sent a bullet 
through his heart yesterday. afternoon 
about 5 o’clock in the room of one of the 
‘nmates at !t7 Collins street. 

Officers J. L. Bradley and J. A. 
Mainer, who were near by heard the re- 
volver fire and went to the scene. In 
'an open room they found the young man 
jlying on a bed with his clothes on 
| gasping for life. 
In a few minutes he was dead. He 
| never uttered a word. The revolver, a 38- 
| caliber Iver-Jonnson, was smoking by 
| his side, and his shirt and the bed 
clothing were on fire. The officers quick- 
ly extinguished the flames. 

Coroner Thompson was immediately 
notified, and he will hold an inquest 
sometime this morning at the parlors at 
Hilburn & Poole, undertakers, where the 
body lies. ; 
| Mildred Lunday, the woghan, in whose 
room the man died, told the following 
account of the supposed suicide: 

“We were all eating dinner. 
about 4 o'clock when Morris, whom I 
knew, came in and asked for me. I left 
the table, and he asked if he could lie 
down in my room. He was under the in- 
fluence of whisky. That's all I know 
about the affair, except that when he 
came in he asked me to call up a num- 
ber over the phone for him and tell who- 
ever answered he wouldn't be there.

Comptroller Genera! W. A. Wright was 
' Served yesterday with notice of a guit 
|for injunction brought in Coweta su- 
/perior court against the tax collector and 
sheriff of the county to prevent levy and 
Sale Of property belonging to the Bank 
or Senoia under executions for occupa- 
ition claimed to be due by President W. 
iS. Witham. 

Under the state law an occupation tax 
of $10 is required to be paid by each 
bank president in the state, as wel] as 
by the presidents of all other corpora- 
tions and by professional meh. 

The tax collector of Coweta county 
sought to collect this tax from President 
Witham, but payment was refused, Sim!- 
lar refusals were met during a périod of 
four years, it is stated, from 1899 to 
,!903. Thereupon the tax collector as- 
sessed a double tax against the presi- 
dent of the Bank of Senoia and sought 
to collect a total of $80 for the four 
years instead of $40. 

It appears levy was made on property 
of the bank to satisfy this claim and 
immediately a suit for injunction was 
brought to prevent -its cof’ection. It is 
understood the law wil] be fought in the 
courts on constitutional and other 
grounds, President Witiiam claiming 
that he cannot be held lable for the 
tax.

An Effort Will Probably Be Made To 
Disqualify Members of the Board

This was decided upon during the meet- 
ing of yesterday afternoon and was pro- 
vided for in the following resolutions: 

“Whereas the committee of counci] of 
water works has submitted to this board 
certain evidence, both oral and docu- 
mentary, concerning the management of 
thig department and has suggested that 
this investigation be taken up by this 
board and concluded. 


“Therefore, be it resolved by the board 
of water commissioners that the entire 
board hereby resolves itself into a com- 
mittee of investigation for the purpose of 


examining the witnesses, whose evidence | 


has been submitte@ by the committee, as 
well as the documents filed with the 
stenographic report. 

‘Resolved, further, that a stenograph- 
er be employed whose duty it shall be 
to attend the sessions of the board 
throughout this investigation, and to 
make accurate notes of the evidence 
submitted to this board, and, at the con- 
clusion of the investigation, to write out 
the evidence in full and file it with the 


chairman.

While the board was 
waiting for him Councilman Carter stat- 
ed that he did not care to vote upon

fred Anderson, purchasing agent of the 
road. It developed that for six months, 


de- 


beginning early in May of last year, the 
railroad company had acted as the pur- 
chasing agent for the isthmian canal 
commission and that a total of $215,000 
worth of supplies hag been purchased in 
this manner without public advertise 
ment for bids, This is regarded us a 
violation of paragraph 4 of President 
Roosevelt's letter of instructions to the 
commission under date of May 9, (904, 
which makes it the duty of the commis- 


“To make and cause to be executed 
all necessary 


neering and construction works.”’ 


How It Happened. 

In detailing to the committee how it 
happened that the railroad had made 
purchases for the commission, Mr. Drake 
said that shortly after the railroad prop- 
erty was transferred, or after the stock 
had been acquired and just prior to the 
transfer of the road to the government, 
General Davis and Major Brooke re- 
jected certain supplies for which they 
had made requisition on Admiral Wal- 
ker, chairman of the commission, 

‘The chairman hag recently been elect- 
ed a @Girector,” he continued, “‘and was 
at the office and with the general] idea 
that the railroad was about to become 
a part of the government's property he 
availed himself of its facilities for pur- 
chasing supplies.’ 

“'These were called emergency 
rials?”’ queried Mr. Townsend. 

“At that time they were not,” answered 
Mr.| Drake who then gave a detailed ac- 
count of the class of supplies purchased, 
a large part of which was lumber, A 
hurry order from General Davis for va- 
rious utensils as a  speciak-order was 
filled. :

Order for Lumber.

Drake said Mr. Grunsky hag contended 
that Pacific coast lumber was cheaper 
and just as good. Mr. Drake said his 
fifteen years’ experience with lumber in 
the tropics had led him to the opinion 
that the porous character of Pacific coust 
lumber unfitted it for use in Panama. 
He understood, however, that the Jum- 
ber was cheaper. Although questions 
were asked as to whether D. Q Mills was 
interested in the California lumber pur- 
chase, Mr. Drake had no information on 
the subject. No bids were asked from 
the north centra] states, it being the 
policy of the purchasing department of 
the roag to get its supplies convenient 
to the Atlantic or southern seaboard. 
Considerable lumber was purchased” ad- 
jacent to and shipped from New Orleana 
and Florida ports. Questions intended to
